The dreadful possibilities of a cer- 
tain death dealing toxin In war time 
was mentioned by Professor Leonard 
Hill, in an address to the Sanitary 
Inspectors’ Association, at Lowestoft, 
| England. 

Professor Hill called attention to 
“a certain bacilli which shall be 
| nameless, but Is easily cultivated. 
“If men were as_ susceptible as 
| fuinea pigs are to the toxin pro- 
| duced by this bacillus and there is 
_reason to think they are, it would 
appear that one gramme, let us say 
‘a salt spoonful of the dry toxin 
| would suffice to kill a million per- 
| sons, 

Prof. Hill said that the toxin act- 
ed if inhaled or if it touched the eye 
as a powder. He asked the associa- 
tion members “if men set out to pre- 
pare such a toxin and to scatter it 
by aeroplanes, what would be the use 
of the panoply of war.”
